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This is a decision on the PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF AN APPLICATION 
FOR PATENT ABANDONED UNINTENTIONALLY UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(b), 
filed February 17, 2006. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application was abandoned for failure to 
timely file a proper reply to the final Office action mailed 
April 22, 2005. This Office action set a shortened statutory 
period for reply of three (3) months from the mail date of the 
action. An amendment, made timely by an accompanying petition 
and extension of time for response within the first month, was 
filed on July 29, 2005.

The petition also includes a fee of $900 for extension for 
response within the third month. The maximum period for 
extension for response to the Notice ended on October 22, 2005. 
Thereafter, no extension of time could be obtained. As no 
extension of time is obtainable, the fee for such extension is 
being refunded to Deposit Account NO. 50-2117, as authorized.
